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PROCEEDINGS. 


Salisbury,  IST.  C,  September  11th,  1863, 

The  Eighth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the 
Western  N.  C.  Rail  Road  Company  was  organized  by  appoint- 
ing Col.  T,  A.  Allison,  of  Iredell,  Chairman,  and  Maj.  J.  E. 
Kerr,  of  Rowan,  and  C.  A.  Carlton,  of  Iredell,  Secretaries. 

The  Committee  previously  appointed  to  verify  proxies,  re- 
ported that  a  majoi-ity  of  the  stock  was  represented  by  per- 
son and  prox}^  the  meeting  could  therefore  proceed  to  business. 
Whereupon,  Col.  A.  Mitchell,  of  Iredell,  presented  his  com 
mission  as  representive  of  the  State  stock. 

The  President,  Treasurer,  Chief  Engineer  and  Superinten- 
dent, severally,  made  their  Reports.  On  motion  of  T.  R. 
Caldv/ell,  of  Burke,  were  received  and  concurred  in. 

The  following  Preamble  and  Resolution  was  offered  by  T. 
R.  Caldwell,  Esq. : 

WoERE.vs,  our  Country  is  now  engas^ed  in  a  perilous  war,  in  .which  sh<.> 
needs  the  services  of  all  her  able  bodied  citizens  within  the  X^onscript  age; 
and  whereas,  we  have  an  abundance  of  intelligent,  experienced  and  practical 
business  men  beyond  that  age,  who  would  make  able  and  efficient  officers  in 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company.     Be  it  therefore, 

Resolved,  By  the  Stockholders  of  said  Company,  in  annual  meeting  assem- 
bled, that  no  person  ought  to  be  appointed  Director,  Engineer,  Superintend- 
ent, Conductor,  or  to  any  office  or  post  in  said  Company,  unless  he  be  a  non- 
oonscript,  disabled  soldier  or  exempt  from  the  service  on  account  of  bodily  in- 
firmity, and  has  been  so  declared  by  a  board  of  examining  Surgeons. 

After  considerable  discussion,  which  was  participated  in  by 

Messrs.  Caldwell  of  Burke,  Kerr  and  Craige  of  Rowan,  and 

Hon.  W.  W.  Avery  of  Burke,  was  amended  as  follows  by  W. 

W.  Avery  : 

Resolved  further,  That  no  person  ought  to  be  appointed  to  said  offices  in 
•said  Company,  who  have  participated  in  or  sympathized  with  the  proceed- 
ings of  certain  traitorous  assemblages  lately  published  in  the  "  Standard,'' 
styled  "  Peace  Meetings,"  or  any  person  who  may  hereafter  participate  in  or 
manifest  sympathies  favorable  to  such  meetings. 


Whereupon  said  amendment   was  amended  by  T.  R.  Cald-- 

well  ot'Bnrke,  as  follows  : 

Resolved  further.  That  no  person  who  is  a  siibscriber  to  either  the  Raleigh 
Idtandard  or  State  Journal,  be  emploj'ed  in  any  capacity  on  said  road. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  J'.  F.  Foai-d,  of  Rowan,  that  the  whole 
matter  be  laid  uj3on  tiie  table.  A  stock  vote  was  called  by 
T.  R.  Caldwell,  Esq.,  resnlting  as  follows  :

Resolved,  That  the  Dire&i'CH-s-of  the   Western  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  be  • 
i-equested  to  instruct  the  Gondnetors  of  passenger  trains  not  to  allow  any  one  • 
to  pass  free  ov^-  said  road,  without  a  Vv'ritten  ticket  from  somepei-son  author- 
ized to  give  such  tici<^t,  .which  said  ticket  shall   contain  the  name  of  the  per- 
son or  persons  passed'free,  and  also  the  name  of  the  person  givnig  the  ticket, 
and  it  shallbe  the  duty  of  the  Conductor  receiving  such  tickets,  to  preserve  ■ 
and  file  them  iwith  the  Tresaurer  of  the  Company. 

On  motion  of  W.   F.  McKesson,  Esq.,  of  Burke,  the  meet-- 
ing  proceed  to  the  election  of  fonr  Directors. 

The  Chairman  appointed  M.  L.  McCorkle,  Esq.,  and  F.  E., 
Shober,  Tellers  of  said  election,  who,  upon  the  peilbrmance 
of  that  duty,  reported  that  A.  Henderson,  of  RoAvan,  Jonas 
Oliiie,  of  Catawba,  and  Dr.  J.  C.  McDowell,  of  Burke,  had. 
received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  and  were  duly  elect- 
ed Directors  for  tlie  ensuing  year.  The  Ciiairman  ordered 
another  ballot  for  Director,  and  appointed  F.  E.  Shobei-,  of 
"Rowan,  and  W.  P.  Caldwell,  Tellers  to  superintend  said  elec- 
tion, who  reported  that  R.  A.  Caldwell,  of  Rowan,  having. re-  - 
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••ceived  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was,   therefore,   duly 
elected. 

W.  P.  Caldwell,  P]sq.,  of  Iredell,  offered  the  following  res- 
olution, which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That.  William  Mnnlock,  of  Rowan,  Hugh  Reynolds,  of  Iredell. 
*nd  Thomas  G.  VVulton,  ol  IJiirki--,  be  appointed  a  Committee  to  visit,  exam- 
ine and  repoit  upon  at  the  next  rtnnual  meeting  of  the  Stockhul.l.-ts,  the  sev- 
eral bridg(^s,  viaducts,  depots,  stations,  workshops,  and  all  the  material  struc- 
tnres  of  the  Road,  and  report  upon  their  condition,  ami  make  such  recom- 
memlations  for  alterations  and  repairs,  &c.,  as  the}'  may  think  desirable. 

On  motion  of  W.  F.  McKesson,  of  Diirke,  that  the  salary 
of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  be  increased  to  the  sum  of 
two  tlionsand  dollars  per  annum,  which  was  adopted. 

T.  R.  Caldwell,  Esq.,  of  Burke,  offered  tlie  following  yeso- 

lution,  which  was  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table  : 

Resolved.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  Western  S'orth 
Carolina  Rail  Road,  it  is  inj'irious  to  the  interests  of  said  road  lo  farm  out  any 
of  the  property  of  said  road  to  any  E-icpi'ess  Company,  as  they  believe  that 
the  Rail  Road  Company  can  transp(jrt  all. articles  over  said  road  as  well  as 
the  Bx|)ress  Company  can,  and  if  any  profits  are  to  be  made  by  such  trans- 
portation, the  Rail  Road  Company  ought  to  make  them. 

On  motion,  the  Chairman  appointed  A.  W..  3^amison,  W, 
V.  Caldwell,  and  C.  A.  Carlton.,  a  Comimttee  of  Finance,  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion,  C.  iL.  Summers  and  A.  W.  Jamison,  were  ap 
pointed  a  Committee  to  verify  proxies  at  the  next  meeting. 

On  motion  of '-,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  meeting  .are  due  and  are  hereby  tender- 
ed to  Col.  T.  A.  Allision,  tor  the  dignity,  ability  and  impartiality  with  which 
he  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  this  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  nieeting  are  likewise  tendered  to  Maj.  J. 
E.  Kerr  and  C.  A.  Carlton,  lor  the  efficient  services  I'eudered  by  them  as  Se- 
cretaries. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  in  Statesville, 
on  the!la-£t  Thursday  in  August,  1864.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  IN  BEHALF  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


Oli'FicE  OF  THE  W.  N,  C,  Rail  Road  Company, 
Salisbury,  Augnst  27th, --ISGS- 

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Wester7i 

N.  C.  Bail  Bbad  Company  : 

Gentlemen: — We  ha-ve  the  honor  to  submit  to  _yoii,  the 
ibllowiiig  I'eport  of"  the  operations  of  the  Road  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  the  30th  day  of  June,  1S63.,  And,  in  so  doing,. 
have  observed  the  mile  hci-etofore  pursued,  in  kee]>ing  tlieac- 
«ounts  of  Construction  and  Transportation  sepai'ate,  which  is 
attended  with  much  trouble,  and  leaves  a  great  many  items 
of  expense  to  the  arbitrary  adjustn^ent  of  tlie  officers.  As,  for 
instance,  the  Car  and  Engine  account,  and  the  salaries  of  the 
officers  has  been  charged  to  the  construction,  and  very  jr.stlj 
too,  in  tlie  iirst  years  of  our  operations;  limt  now,  we  think 
tJie  greater  part  of  these  items  should  be  paid  l)y  transporta- 
tion. With  a  view  tO'  the  blending  of  the  two  accounts  in  one 
amount,  to  which  we  can  see  no  reasonable  objection,  would 
■suggest  that  such  legislation  be  asked  at  the  next  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  as  will  remove  the  last  vestige  of  the 
sectional  feature  of  our  Charter.  On  the  lii'st  day  of  duly, 
1862,  we  had  remaining  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  Con- 
struction account,  the  sum  of  §33,683  55,  all  of  which,  has 
l)een  applied  to  that  purpose,  and  the  further  sum  of  $21,- 
851  03,  making  the  total  amount  expended  on  Construction, 
$57,329  33.  The  various  items,  of  the  foregoing  account,  may 
be  seen  in  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer. 
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The  receipts  for  freights  an^  passengers  the  past  year,  have 
almost  trebbled  that  of  the  previous  year,  which  was  $33,- 
580  56,  and  for  the  past,  $89,624  08.  We  have  also  receiv- 
ed from  Confederate  States,  State  of  North  Carolina  and  K 
C.  Kail  Eoad,  for  services  done  on  other  Koads,  $66,602  19, 
which  makes  the  total  earnings  of  the  Koad,  $162,766  55. 

The  total  expense  of  operating  the  Eoad  for  same  period  is 
$62,694  14,  leaving  the  nett  earnings,  $80,040  14,  being  144 
per  cent  on  the  cost  of  operating.  This  sum  will  be  very 
nearly  absorbed  by  the  dividend  of  4  per  cent,  declared  by 
the  Board,  payable  on  the  2l8t  September  next. 

A  most  gratifying  evidence  of  the  success  of  the  Eoad,  is 
found  in  the  fact,  that  dui-ing  the  existence  of  one  of  the  most 
terrible  wars,  which  has  ever  befallen  a  people,  the  business 
of  the  Eoad  has  steadily  increased,  and  not  so  much  from 
freights  and  travel  on  other  Eoads,  as  from  the  products  of 
our  own  section  ;  in  fact,  the  principal  part  of  the  service 
oyer  other  Eoads,  has  been  in  transporting  the  meat  and 
bread  of  Western  North  Carolina  to  our  brave  soldiers  in  tho 
field,  and  with  the  present  prospect  of  a  bountiful  crop,  we 
may  very  reasonably  expect  a  still  farther  increase  of  East- 
ward freights  the  coming  year. 

COKSTEUCTIOK 

The  progress  making  on  tlie  grading  East  of  Morganton, 
though  not  so  good  as  we  might  desire,  is,  nevertheless,  un- 
der all  Jhe  circumstances,  higiily  complimentary  to  the  perse- 
verance and  energy  of  the  contractors  ;  they  will,  in  a  very 
short  time,  have  the  work  so  far  advanced  as  to  be  ready  for 
the  crossties  and  iron  to  Hunting  Creek,  which  will  be  about 
as  far  as  we  now  have  iron  to  lay.  And  the  difficulties  that 
now  surround  us,  renders  the  procuring  of  the  balance  of  the 
irbn  to  reach  Morganton  a  matter  of  much  solicitude,  and  we 
will  embrace  any  opportunity  that  may  present  a  chance  for 
securing  the  desired  amount. 

The  Eoad.  bed  is  in  better  condition  now  than  a  year  ago. 
On  the  first  section,  the  old  and  decaying  ties  have  been  re- 
moved and  new  ones,  of  excellent  timber,  put  in.  On  the 
second  section,  very  few  sills  are  so  far  decayed  as  to  require 
their  removal,  and  a  very  moderate  amount  of  new  ties  put  in 
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as  the  old  ones  give  way,  will  keep  the-Koad  bed  in  its  present 
.good  condition.  The  iron  rail  show  very  litrle  lantitation  or 
wear,  even  on  the  lower  portion  of  the  road,  where  it  has 
been  in  nse  over  six  years. 

ROLLING  STOCK. 

We  would  refer  3^011  for  particulars  in  relation  to  the  equip- 
ments of  the  Eoad,  to  the  Report  ofthe  Engineer  and  Superin- 
tendent, but  would'remark  that  the  condition  of  our  Cars  and 
Engines  is  at  least  as  good  as  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and 
although  the  expense  of  pi-ocuring  supplies  for  the  shops  has 
beenveiy.gueat,  yet,  the  amount  of  labor  done  by  our  trains, 
and  their  present  secure  and  neat  condition,  fully  c^n&pensates 
for  the  exjjenditure. 

The  feeding  and  clotliing  of  our  hands,  which,  in  forniei' 
years  was  a  small  consideration,  has  now  become  a  very  seri- 
ous matter.  The  past  year,  we  purchased  and  fatted  hogs, 
thereby  procuring  a  supply  of  bacon  at  a  cost  not  exceeding 
33-|  cents  per  pounds,  and  have  on  hand  enough  to  last  us 
some  thi'ce  or  four  months  yet,  and  also  salt  suthcient  to  cure 
another  year's  supply  of  pork,  if  we  should  be«o  fortunate  as 
to  find  the  hogs.  Clothing  and  shoes  have  also  become  very 
heavy  items  of  expense,  and  very  troublesome  to  obtr.in  even 
at  high  prices. 

The  increased  business  of  the  Road,  and  the  exchange  of 
'freights  with  the  Atlantic,  Tennessee  and  Oiiio  Rail  Road  at 
Statesville,  the  Government  Transportation  account,  and  the 
aecounts  with  the  State  of  Korth  Carolina,  renders  the  duties 
of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  exceedingly  onerous,  and 
when  we  consider  that  he  is  performing  the  double  duiies  of 
Secretai-y  and  Treasurer,  with  a  salary  of  $1250  per  annum, 
ithe  compensation  is  not  at  all  commensurate  with  his  servi- 
ces, and  we  would,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  to  the 
Stockholders  an  increase  of  his  salary. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  well  congratulate  the  Stockholders 
on  the  success,  and  future  prospects  ofthe  Road,  for  although 
unfinished,  as  it  is,  and  its  progress  arrested,  at  an  unpropi- 
tious  point  by  this  calamitous  war,  yet  the  vast  resources  of 
the  country  it  now  penetrates,  will,  we  feel  assured,  under 
judicious  management,  make  the  stock  remunerative,  whilei 


in  titiies  like  tlie  present  be  a  onvenier'Ce  of  incalcolabli- 
value  to  the  country,  and  a  ]>ror.d  inonninent  to  the  ni&rnofy 
of  those  who  have  made  such  sacriMces  for  its  construction. 

Before  closing  this  report,  we  would  ask  3'our  favcMahle 
considoration  in  behalf  of  the  different  .officers  and- etn|.-loveer< 
in  charge  of  their  various  duties,  ■while  no  better  evidence 
can  be  given  of^  their  efficiency  than  the  safety  and -dispatch 
attending  the  operations;  of  the  Road.

To  the  Preddcnt  and  Directm^s  W.  M.  C.  R.  R\: 

Gp:ntlemen  : — At  the  approaching  meeting  of  Stockholders 
you  may  desire  a  statement  from  me,  showing  the  present  con- 
dition of  yoni-  Road,  together  with  its  management.  The 
contract  wirh  W.  F.  McKesson,  Esq.,  for  completing  the  gra- 
ding to  Morgantou,  which  provided  for  its  accomplishment 
by  the  1st  Maj'  last,  has  not  been  fulfilled — there  remains 
about  two  miles  of  grading  yet  to  do.  Tlie  reasons  for  this 
failure  aie  as  familiar  to  you  as  to  me  ;  the  Road  bed  is  only 
really  tor  the  iron  to  within  two  miles  of  the  town  of  Morgan- 
ton,  which  will  require  more  iron  thanwe  iiave  to  lay,  and 
as  notliing  in  the  way  of  construction  has  been  done  on  any 
other  part  of  the  Road^  I  will  leave  that  subject. 

The  repairs  of  the  Road,  upon  which  we  have  been  run- 
ning, togetlier  with  stock  necessar}'  to  niake  its  use  advanta- 
geously available,  has  engaged  our  most  serious  considei'ation. 
The  R(jad  bed  is  now  in  better  condition  than  it  has  ever  be- 
fore been,  though  not  in  as  good  as  I  could  have  desired, 
owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  Rolling  Stock.  The  embank- 
ments have  become  more  ^olid — the  slides  have  been  less  fre- 
quent in  the  cuts,  and  a  little  more  attention  to  the  ditches 
wilt  put  it  in  good  order. 

The  Track  now  I'equires  repairs-,  especially  at  the  eastern 
end  of  the  Roa<l,  many  of  the  cross-ties  have  entirely  rotted 
out  and  their  places  su])plied  with  new  ties,  more  are  still 
necessary  to  do  justice  to  tlie  Road,  atid  this  is  a  matter  that 
should  not  be  delayed,  and  the  gi'eat  difficult}'  now  of^procur- 
ing  lal)0i'  for  tliat  i)urpose,  prompts  us  to  be  vigilant  in  its 
pursuit.  The  Bridges  and  Viaducts  ai'e  generally  in  good  or- 
der, except  the  bridge  ar  the  first  crossing  at  Third  Creek,  which 
should  be  rej»hiced  by  an  entire  new  structui-e  ;  this  should 
be  done  at  once,  but  the  great  difficulty  in  getting  lumber 
fcawed,  admonishes  me  it  cannot  be  so  speedily  accomplished. 
I  had  made  arrangements  nearly  twelve  months  ago  to  have 
the  lumber  foi-  a  Rurr  Bridge  for  this  place,  but  up  to  this 
time  no  lumber  can  be  had,  and  as  the  Government,  through 
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some  of  its  officers,  mono|)olizo  all    the  mills,  I  jim  now  as  far 
from  il  as  ever;  for,  iiotwitlit^landing  contractors  agree  to  fur- 
nish Inmher,  they  always  fail.     The  stringers  on  the  viaducts 
should  be  speedily  re))laced  with   new  ones — these  structureg 
were  not  only  a,  novelty,  but   almost  an    experiment  on   thi3 
Road,  yet  I  am  this  day  gratilied    to  bo  able    to  inform    voo 
that  they  have  stood  the  test  and  are  now  as  firm   as  they 
were  the  day  they  were  finished.     The   culverts   and   drains 
require  some  attention,  csj.)ecially  from  section  masters,  tf>  see 
that  their  mouths  a-e  not  eliJ)ked   by  drift  and   trasli.     Tho^ 
Rolling  stock  of  the  Road  is  rhat  necessary  and  indispensable 
attribute  which  gives  vitality  to  the  whole,  and  to  this  important 
agent  of  success  has  our    especial    attention    been    directed. 
The  history  of  Hail  Roads  informs  us  that  under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances, when  the  different  kinds  of  labor  were  abundant, 
and  the  facilities  for  obtaining   all    the    varied    supplies   for 
keei.Hng  the  wheels  in  motion  were  much  greater  than  at  pre- 
sent, the  stock  sometimes  runs  down,  yet  I  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  informing  you  that,  although  we   have   done    nearly 
$103,000  worth  of  woi'k,  being  almost    140    per    cent.    n)or"e 
transportion  during  tile  j)ast  year   than  we  did  the  year  pre- 
vious, whilst  the  increased  cost  of  operating  the   Road    was 
only  50  per  cent,  on  that  of  last  year,  our  locomotives  are  in 
better  condition  than  they  have  ever  been  before,  as  well  as 
our  passenger  and  freight  cars,  although  we  have  at  present 
not  as  many  freight  cars,  but  this  is  owing  to  the  fact,  grow- 
ing out  of  the  difficulty   before  referred  to,  in   procuring  lum- 
ber to  replace  them.     The  Swananoa,  the  fii'st locomotive  thi&' 
Con>pany  ever  owned,  is  now,  and  has  been  in  the  shops  for 
several   months  for  the  want   of  tires,  it  being  impossible  to 
obtain  wrought  tires  in  this  country.     I  made  arrangements 
to  get  cast  tires  in   Richmond,  but  unfortunately,  about  the- 
tmu!  I  expected  them,  that  establishment  burnt  down.    1  then 
tri^l  and  expected  them  from  Augusta,  Ga.,  but  failed,  final- 
ly we  prevailed  on   the  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Conjj)any 
to  make  them  for, us,  and  in  a  short  time  we  expect  to  turi^ 
her  out   in   better  condition   than  ever,  she  having  been  tho- 
roughly overhauled  and  i)iit'in  complete  order.     You  willsee,. 
therefore,  we  have  been  doing  all  our  work  with    four    loco- 
raotives  only.     Tfie  Catawba  will  also  requiie  new  tires  in  a 
short  time,  for  which  provision  has  been   made  by  the  time 
they_  may  be  needed.    Great  ditficulty  has  been  cxperiiinced  in 
obtaining  supplies,  althf)Ugh  1  have' been  comparative^   for- 
tunate in  getting  from  the  Government  such  as  wheels-.Wes, 
steel,  and  a  few  other  things,  which  we   could  not  hav^'  been 
iupplied  with  elsewhere. 

The  Shops,  all  well  managed  Roads  should  not  be  without 
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All  estahlislinienl'  so  inrlispensably  neeessary.  Tom's  have 
been  iinpi'ox'ed  by  alteraiions  and  rlie  aiidition  of  niachiiiery., 
this,  however,  iias  l)eeti  principally  Igased  from  the  Manassas 
ixap  Rail  Road  Company,  throniyh  the  agency  of  the  Korrlt 
-Carolina  Kail  Road  Oompaiiy.  We  iuwe  also  made  oi he -ad- 
ditions and  imi)rovemenie,  which  enable  ns  the  more  pi'ompt- 
ly  to  meet  the  wants  of  tlie  Road  ;  we  have  experienced  !t>'reat 
difticuhy  in  getting-  coiu  for  the  Fonndi-y  pnr|)Oses,  but  j^'reat 
as  tb.e  inconvenience  is.  I  deem  it  highly  important  that  we 
should  make  arrangements  to  do  all  the  castings,  such  as 
wh(,^eis,  &c.,  tliat  the  requirements  of  the  Road  may  <lemand. 
Without  tin's  shop  ;ind  inachinery,  at  this  time,  we  should 
have  been  unable  to  continue  the  ordinary  business  of  the 
Road,  to  say  nothing  of  the  work  done  on  otliei'  Roads.  In 
this  c<>nnection,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  pi-esent  master 
machinist,  although  a  young  man.  eminently  eoiDes  up  to  the 
standaid  of  the  position  iie  wjiseiKgaged  to  .fill.  Since  the  last 
annual  meeting.  I  have  built  for  tlie  Confederate  (Toveriiment 
a  Store  House  2()()  feet  in  lengihand  40  feet  wide,  and  so  lo- 
cated it  on  the  lands  of  the  Westei'ii  iNorth  Carolina  Rail 
Road  as  to  make  it  accessable  from  the  Western  Road  as 
well  as  the  North  Carolina  Rail  Road,  and  so  built  that  it 
can  with  very  sliglit  . alterations,  be  convei'ted  into  a  very 
convenient-Car  House,  and  by  an  agreensent  witli  the  Gov- 
ernment autlioiities,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies  this  report^ 
that  building  may  revert  to  the  use  of  the  Company  upon  pay- 
ment of  tiie  cost  of  materials  used  oidy.  1  nov,'  beg  leave,  to 
call  attention  to  the  contract  entered  into  wiili  the  Confeder- 
ate aurhor.ities  for  the  ti'ansporiation  of  army  stoi'es  between 
this  place  or  Charlotte  and  Richmoiid,  by  which  it  will  be 
■seen  that  the  Government  becomes  paymaster,  so  that  we  find 
^no  difiicuity  in  njaking  settlements. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  pi-esents  the  gratifying  fact,  thaf 
•over  and  above  the  net  earnings  on  tiie'  Western  RoaeU 
he  is  in  recei])t  of  over  $60,000  from  other  Roads,  besides  nn- 
(Collected  claims  .now  against  them,  showing  th;it  it  is  fr()m 
this  service  that  you  have  been  enabled  to  declare  the  maid- 
ten  dividend  of  4  per  cent,  i'ny  the  Siockliolders  of  the  Road. 
I  now  beg  leave  to  call  attention  to  an  abuse  of  authority 
vvhiclv  1  tJiink  demands  your  seiious  consideration;  L  will, 
ihowever,  premise,  by  stating  that  unless  Rail  Road  Com- 
,panies  can  get  labor  and  su])j)lirs  at  reasonable  rates, 
neither  can  their  Road  be  kept  in  order,  nor  its  stock 
kept  in  motion  without  chaigiug  corresponding  nWei  for  ser- 
vice retidei'cd,  Government  officials  claim, pre-emption  rights, 
and  further,  in  some  cases  seem  to  l)e  unlimited  as  to  the 
.amount  they  may  pay  for   what  they   want — to  illustrate,  we 
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luive  been  called  npon  to  frunKpoi-t  the  article  of  wood  a  dis- 
tance of  thirteen  miles  on  this  Road,  i)urchascd  at  85  })ei' 
cord,  whilst  we  have  only  paid  $1  50  per  cord,  thns  obliging 
«s  to  jiay  the  same  that  they  may  choose  to  cjive,  for  that  or 
aviy  other  article  we  ma}'  happen  to-want.  When  we  consid- 
er the  number  of  passcii^ei's  carried  through  and  of  tVcight 
transj)orted,  the  different  Roads  on  which  our  trairis  have 
passed,  together  with  th.e  condition  of  the  country  at  the  time 
of  operating,  it  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  know  that 
no  accident  of  seiious  importance  has  occurred,  a  fact  cred- 
itable to  the  employeesof  the  Road  as  well  as  to  its  manage- 
ment. I,  therefore,  flatter  myself  that  no  Tioad  in  the  Co'n- 
fedei'acy  has  l)een  managed  more  snccessfnlly,  mure  econom- 
ically, or  more  satisfactorily  to  those  who  choose  to  have  pro- 
per information  on  the  subject,  than  the  Western  North  Car- 
olina Rail  lload.  During  the  past  year  some  changes  have 
been  made,  I  am  satisfied  for  the  better,  and  it  affords  me 
rcat  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  employees  of  the 
ami.  are  generally  alike  creditable  to  you  and  to  themselves.-

ARTICLES  OF  AGREEME:N^T, 

Made  this  1st  day  of  August^  Eighteen  Hundred.  and-Sirw- 
ty-two,  h'etween  Ga-pt.  Henry  McCoy ^  Assistant  Quarter 
Master,  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States  cf  Ameri- 
ca of  the  one  i^art,  and  James  C  Turner  for  and  inhehalf 
of  th&  Western  North  Carolina-  Hail  Road  of  the  other 
part. 

This  agreement  Witnesseth,  That  the  said  Capt.  Henry 
McCo3'  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Confederate  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, and  the  said  James  C.  Turaer  for  and  in  behalf  of  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company,  have  mutually 
agreed  and  by  tliese  presents  do  mutually  covenant  and  agree 
to  and  with  each  other  in  the  manner  following,  viz  : 

First.  The  said  Jar»:es  C.  Turner  for  and  in  behalf  of  said 
Western  jST.  C.  Rail  Road  Co.,  does  tender  to  and  allow 
the  Confederate  States  of  America  the  use  of  a  certain  tract 
of  land,  situated  between  the  tracks  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Rail  Road  and  the  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  run- 
ning parallel  thereto  and  adjoining  Depot  of  said  Western-' 
North  Carolina  Rail  Road,  being  two  hundred  and  sixty;' 
(260)  feet  in  length  and  forty-one  (41)  fe»t  width. 
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Second.  The  said  Confederate  States  of  America  to  have 
the  entire  use  of  and  control  of  said  tract  of  land,  free  of 
charge,  as  long  as  the  exigences  of  the  service  demands. 

Third.  The  bnildings  that  may  be  erected  on  said  tract  of 
land,  may  be  retained  by  the  said  Western  North  Carolina 
Rail  Road  Company,  at  the  actual  cost  of  material  used  there- 
in, whenever  the  Confederate  States  of  America  no  longer 
has  nse  of  bnildings  or  land.

Dear  Major — Yours  in  regard  to  the  movement  of  Frei.tcht  through  from 
this  point  to  Petersburg,  received.  I  will  take  from  Raleigh  weekly  1200 
bushels  of  Corn,  and  what  may  be  purchased  on  the  line  of  my  road,  through 
to  Petersburg,  if  the  Government  will  pa}'  the  transportation  on  both  roads 
to  my  Company,  settling  with  the  Petersburg  Rail  Road  tor  the  use  of  their 
roadway,  outside  of  this  arrangement.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  move  all  Com- 
missary and  Quarter  Master's  stores  that  may  be  delivered  to  meat  Raleigh  by 
the  trains  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  through  on  the  same  terms  and 
conditions.  In  December  last,  a  new  schedule  of  prices  was  agi'eed  ujion  by 
the  vaiious  Raili'oads  of  the  Confederacy,  assembled  in  Convention  at  Augus- 
ta. Claims  have  been  presented  made  up  according  to  that  schedule  to  the 
Department  and  payment  refused.  If  the  roads  are  to  be  sustained,  the  Go- 
vernment must  be  liberal  towards  them.  At  this  time,  the  old  schedule  will 
not  pay  expenses  of  transportation.  I  am  willing  to  abide  by  the  new  sched- 
ule in  part  as  follows:  To  receive  for  the  transportation  of  troops  2|- cent's 
per  mile,  otBcers  and  government  agents  paying  local  rates. 

On  things,  first  class,  as  per  report  at  said  meeting  (a  printed  copy  of  which 
is  herewith  enclosed.)  iSecond  and  thu-d  class,  as  per  report;  4th  to  be  same 
as  second  and  third  ;  fifth  as  per  report. 

The  rate  of  special  trains  shall  be  25  and  oO  cents  instead  of  10  and  15,  a? 
per  report.  Trains  of  other  roads  carrying  freight  shall  I'eceive  the  Govern- 
ment rate  or  full  transportation  with  troops  J  of  the  amount  paid  for  the  same. 
The  Road  bed  on  freight  should  re(?eu'e,  in  addition,  one  hah"  the  Government 
rate.  I  have  had  for  some  time  two  (2)  trains  on  the  Petersburg  Rail  Road, 
and  shall  continue  them  there  until  some  arrangement  can  be  made.  Hop- 
ing, under  assurances  from  you,  to  receive  full  rate  fi'om  Government.  I  beg 
leave  to  say  that  private  freight  moved  over  connecting  roads  pay  three  timos 
ag  much  as  Government  freight  at  this  proposed  increased  rate.

In  view  of  the  great  and  immediate  importance  to  the  Government  of  hav^ 
ing  prompt  and  abundant  transportation  for  its  freights  from  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
to  Richmond,  Va..  the  Western  NorUi  Carolina  Rail  Road  hereby  lender  to 
the  Government,  through  Maj.  Carriagton,  Quarter  Master,  a  train  of  cars, 
consisting  of  an  engine  and  not  less  than  ten  cars.  This  tram  shall  be  fur-' 
nished  for  the  transportation  of  Government  freight  between  Charlotte,  N.  C. 
and  Raleigh,  and  intermediate  points  over  the  North  Carolina  Rail  Boad,  on 
the  applicaiion  of  its  President  or  Superintendent,  or  on  the  application  of 
Gapt.  R.  J.  Echols,  Post  Quarter  Master  at  Charlotte,  or  Capt  Heniy  McCoy. 
Post  Quarter  Master  Salisbui-y,  or  of  the  successors  of  eithei-  or  both  of  thesft 
ofiBcers,  upon  requisition  and  certificate  of  the  officers  applying  that  he  had 
(24)  tweniy-four  hours  before  the  date  of  said  requisition,  made  requisition 
upon  the  President  or  Superintendent  of  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  for  trans- 
portation for  Government  freight,  and  that  the  same  had  not  been  provided. 
The  above  train  is  hereby  tendered  to  the  Government  to  transport  its  freight 
through  to  Richmond,  pi-ovided  the  consent  of  the  Rail  Roads  intervening 
between  Charlotte,  N.  C.  and  Richmond,  is  given  thereto.  Maj.  Carrington 
informs  me  that  he  has  applied  to  the  Quarter  Master  General  for  authority  to 
eay  that  whenever  trains  of  one  Road  pass  over  another,  carrying  Govern- 
ment freight,  of  any  kind,  that  the  Road  owning  the  train  shall  receive  great- 
er compensation  than  that  suggested  by  the  convention  of  Presidents  and  Su- 
perintendents of  Rail  Roads  held  in  Augusta,  Georgia,  Dec.  15,  1862.  and 
that  the  evidence  of  indebtedness  of  the  Government  for  such  passing  trains, 
shall  be  given  directly  to  the  road  owning  the  same. 

He  further  says,  that  when  the  reply  of  the  Q.  M.  General  to  this  applica- 
tion is  received,  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  immediately  forwarded  to  Capt. 
Echols  and  Capt.  McCoy,  and  that  the  settlement  of  either  officer  for  the  use 
of  the  above  mentioned  train,  either  at  the  instance  of  the  North  Carohna 
Rail  Road,  or  of  these  ofticers,  or  either  of  them  sh.ill  conform  to  this  letter 
of  authority  or  instruction.  The  only  train  that  can  be  spared  from  the  Wes- 
tern North  Carolina  Rail  Road,  is  that  now  in  the  service  of  the  State  of  N. 
Carolina,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  tender  of  the  within  mentioned  train 
to  the  Government,  is  conditional  upon  the  release  of  this  train  h-om  the  ser- 
vice of  the  State :  and  it  is  fuither  understood  that  this  consent  is  given,  sub- 
ject t»  the  disapproval  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Rail  Road.

I  also  enolopc  a  copy  of  a  lector  received  il'ofti  the  Quarter  Masti^r  Gen- 
eral^ dated  IVth  April,  1863,  and'a'itborizin<>'  me  to  apsent  to  the  advanced 
I'ates  proposed  by  Dr,  Hawkins.  You  will  please,  also,  find  enclo.^ed  oopieis 
of  conimunicatioiis,  from  the  Chief  En;^ineers  and  Superintendent.*,  of  tlfe 
Wilminti'toii.  Charlotte  &  Rutherford  and  Western  North  Carolina  Rail' RoaSii,. 
tendering  to  the  G-overnment  a  portion  of  their  transportation  in  tiie  mode 
arnd  upon  the  conditions  mentioned  therein,  I  hope  that  these  papers  v/il! 
receive  your  approval. 

Ithank  you  for  your  verbal  promise,  to  me,  to  bring  weekly  over  your 
Road  to  tills  City  (12,000)  twelve  thousand  buihels  of  corn,  if  the  same  be 
provided,  and  also  the  baled  haVi-at  Salisbury,  and  along  the  hne  of  your 
Road.  There  are  2000  of  these  bales  now  waitiusf  slypment  from  Hill.'<l)oro' 
*  and  Salisbury,  and  depots  in  their  vieirity,  to  Goldsboro' ;  where  they  are 
much  needed  by  the  command  by  iiajor  General  D.  H.  Hill.  Some  6  or 
H^OOO  bales,  in  addition,  will  probably  be  ready  4br  shipment  durinji;  the  pre: 
tieat.  month  and  that  of  May.  There  are,  also,  between -i  and  6000  bushels 
irf'coin  at  Cont^ird,  v.-liieh  is  recfuired  at  the  earliest  hour  in  Richmotid.  I 
believe  that  the  delivery  of  coi.;n.at  yoiii'  depots  r.«  Hxr  East  as  Salisbury,  will 
be  large;  perhaps  the  larger  portion  of  the. corn  shipped  for  the  Government 
over  your  Road,  will  come  iVom  South  Carolina,  but  a  large  quantity  will 
come  from  the  counties  of  Mecklenburg,  Catawba  and  Rowan,  and  smaller 
quantities  i'rom  the  counties  nf  these  and  West  of  Raleigh. 

The  people  aie  being  aroused  to  the  necessity  of  more  selt'-denying  exer- 
tions to  sustain  the  army  ;  and  will  spare  for  tliis  purpose  whatever  they  caa 
Irom  their  own  subsistence.  It  is  most  important  that  your  depots  sliall-  be 
kept  clear;  and  that  this  patriotic  determination,  shall  not  be  checked  by 
want  of  storage  room  for  the  corn,  or  the  ,$eeming  inconsistency  of  uiging  its 
delivery  at  depots  and  want  of  provision  for  its  removal.  A  large  amount  of 
commissary  stores  still  remain'  at  Chai'lotte,  Salisbury,  and  perhaps  other  de^ 
pots  of  your  Road.  You  will  pardon  me  for  saying,  that  the  safety  of  the 
Country,  imperativel}'  requires,  the  most  prompt  possible  shipments  over  your 
Road,  of  all  Government  freight.  This  is  especially  true.,  of  stoi'es  necessary 
to  the  t^ubsistenee  of  the  soldiers  and  horses  of  the  army.  The  Secretary  of 
War  requesteed  me  to  see  you  upon  this  sutnecL  And  I  now  respectfullxfcask 
that  you  will  allow  me  to  report  to  him  your  pledge  that  Government  freight 
shall  have  preference  over  your  Road  to  all  other  freight,  and  that  it  shall  be 
promptly  transported  if  it  absorbs  your  entire  rolling  stock,  including  your 
passenger  tiains.  I  hope  that  you  will  not  regard  me,  as  extravagant  in  thia 
reqi»(?st,  when  I  assure  you,  that  in  my  j.ui]griient,  the  safety  of  a  large  nor- 
lion  ot  .North  Carolina  and  Vjrginiiy,  requires  that  it  shall  be  granted.  If  »t 
Khali  become  necessary  for' the  Govei'nment  to  apply  for  the  transportation  of 
the  W.  C.  &  R.  &  W.N.  C.  R.  Roads,  as  tendered  in  the  enclosed  communi- 
cations from  their  officers,  I  respect  fully  ask  that  you  will  say,  that  thejrains 
of  thes<'  Roads  in  passiut?.  over  your  Road  bed,  shall  receive  every  facility  of 
rapid  transit,  provideil  for  the  height  trair.s  of  the  N.  C.  Road.  It  is  not  de- 
signed that  this  communieatioa  shall  in  any  way  interfere,  with  any  obliga- 
lions  which  your  Road  may  have  entered  into  with  Col.  Wadley,  A.  A.  G., 
fbr  the  transportioD  of  Governraetit  Ireight  and  troops.
